Al  a  special  Convocation  on  'I'liurs- 
day  26  April  in  St.  Basil's  chunli.  Dot- 
tor  Cicrliart  Rici;nci  and  C^.irdinal 
Johannes  VVillebrands  were  honoured 
by  the  University  ofSi.  Michael's  Col- 
lege for  their  respective  significant  con- 
triliulions  to  the  ci^ntinuing  efforts  o( 
the  Internalional  Jewish  C)onimunity 
and  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  to  es- 
tablish greater  mutual  understanding 
and  to  create  an  atmosphere  congenial 
to  productive  dialogue  between  ditfer- 
ent  religious  laiths^ind  denominations. 

In  his  address  to  Convocation  Doc- 
tor Riegner  reflected  on  the  extraordi- 
nary de\elopments  in  Eastern  Europe 
and  their  elTects  upon  the  Jewish  Com- 
munit\  .  He  spoke  of  the  dc  facto  resto- 
ration of  the  rights  of  Jews  in  Eastern 
European  countries,  but  warned  of  the 
danger  of  emergent  groups  who,  op- 
posed to  democracy,  "defend  extremist 
doctrines,  (and)  who  propagate 
chauvinist,  ultranationalisl,  racist  and 
antisemitic  theories."  He  traced  the  de- 
velopment of  the  post- World  War  II 
relations  between  the  Jews  and  West

Doctor  Riegner  concluded   his  ad- 
dress with  the  reminder  that  we  must 


all  remember  the  Holocaust  and  be 
watchful  that  what  happened  in  the 
past  will  not  be  repeated.

Capacity  Audience  Hears  Cardinal  Johannes 
Willebrands  Deliver  President's  Lecture 

The  audience  that  filled  the  Assem- 
bly Hall  in  Odette  Centre  the  evening 
of  26  April  were  treated  to  a  masterly 
lecture  by  Cardinal  Johannes  Wille- 
brands entitled  "The  Place  of  Theology 
in  the  Ecumenical  Mo\ement:  its  Con- 
tribution and  its  Limits." 

The  stature  and  accomplishments  ol 
Cardinal  Willebrands  in  the  ecumeni- 
cal movement  and  in  world  religious 
alTairs  were  formally  recognized  by  Si 
Michael's  earlier  in  the  day  when  he. 
with  Doctor  Gerhart  Riegner,  received 
an  honourary  doctorate  at  a  special 
Convocation.  Cardinal  Willebrands's 
deeply  thoughtful  and  comprehensive 
lecture  emphasized  the  importance  of 
Theology  in  shaping  and  refining  the 
movement  toward  reconciliation  be- 
tween the  various  Christian  confes- 
sions. He  carefully  and  emphatically 
made  clear  the  place  of  the  bishop  and 
the  relationship  w^hich  must  of  neces- 
sity exist  between  the  "two  chairs"  in 
the  Church — that  of  the  theologian  as 
teacher,  and  that  of  the  bishop  as  pas- 
tor.

Varsity  Fund  Becomes  Annual  Fund 
"What's  in  a  Name?" 


Those  who  have  already  received  ap- 
peals by  letter  or  phone  for  the  1990-91 
"Annual  Fund",  and  those  who  have 
yet  to  receive  such  appeals,  may  won- 
der if  this  is  a  new  fund.  It  is  not;  it 
is  the  new  name  for  the  Varsity 
Fund,  the  annual  fundraising  cam- 
paign conducted  by  St.  Michael's 
and  other  University  of  Toronto 
constituencies  since  1961. 

The  change  in  name  from  "Varsity 
Fund"  to  "Annual  Fund"  is  not  just  a 
tampering  with  terminology,  or  change 
for  change's  sake.  The  term  "Varsity", 
for  all  its  rich  meaning  for  many  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  alumni,  has  not  the 
same  associations  and  connotations  for 
graduates  and  students  of  recent  dec- 
ades. Also,  the  name  Annual  Fund 
makes  clearer  that,  apart  from  any 
major  one-time  capital  campaigns  such 
as  our  current  Capital  Campaign, 
there  is  a  yearly  appeal  to  alumni  and 
friends  for  the  funds  necessary  to  help 
preserve  and  develop  St.  Michael's 
tradition  of  academic  excellence.  As 
you  know,  your  donation  to  this  yearly 
campaign  contributes  significantly  to 
the  distinctive  educational  experience 
offered  by  St.  Michael's.  It  provides 
the  Kelly  Library  with  the  new  books 
needed  in  today's  courses;  it  provides 
scholarships  and  bursaries  for  today's 
outstanding  or  needy  students;  it  funds 
instruction  in  St.  Michael's  unique  and 
highly  regarded  academic  programmes 
in  Christianity  and  Culture  and  in  Cel- 
tic Studies;  as  well  it  provides  instruc- 
tion in  our  Philosophy  programmes,  in 
our  Computer  C'entre  and  in  our  Writ- 
ing I,ab.  The  Annual  Fund  also  sup- 
ports the  College  Chaplaincy  and 
many  of  the  spiritual,  academic,  cul- 
tural, and  athletic  programmes  and 
events  which  make  St.  Michael's  dis- 
tinctive on  the  University  campus  and 
in  all  of  Canada. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  annual 
giving  programme,  St.  Michael's  has 
been  a  leader  among  the  constituencies 
of  the  University  of  Toronto.  Although 
we  fell  short  of  last  year's  $550,000 
goal,  our  record  in  annual  giving  is  an 
enviable  one.  In  each  of  the  last  three 
years,  for  example,  the  gifts  of  the 
alumni  and  friends  of  the  C'ollege  have 
exceeded  one  half  million  dollars;  dur- 


ing two  of  those  years  we  have  also 
been  conducting  a  successful  capital 
campaign. 

After  consultation  vs^ith  the  College 
Adminstration,  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  St.  Michael's  Alumni  Associa- 
tion has  set  a  goal  for  the  1990-91  .An- 
nual Fund  of  $600,000.  Ambitious? 
Yes,  indeed.  Realistic?  Most  definitely! 
Without  a  successful  1990-91  Annual 
Fund  the  College  simply  will  not  be 
able  to  meet  the  demands  of  increasing 
enrolment  and  rising  costs,  or  counter, 
to  any  significant  degree,  the  effects  of 
decreasing  government  support.

Memorandum  of  Agreement  with  the  University 
of  Toronto  Renewed  for  Six  Years 


On  26  June  in  the  Board  Room  of  Bren- 
naii  Hall,  Father  James  McConica, 
C.S.B.,  as  President  of  the  University 
of  St.  Michael's  College  and  Professor 
William  Dunphy,  Principal  of  St.

graduating  student  who  had  best 
(■\ci)i|)lificd  the  very  spirit  or  clhos  of 
St.  Michael's  College.  The  award  is  in 
the  lorin  ol'a  large,  solid  silver  medal, 
designed  by  one  of  the  world's  best 
known  medalists,  Canada's  Dora  de 
IVdrey  Hunt. 

While  the  PriiKi|).il  ailually  chooses 
the  reci])ienl  ol"  this  special  award,  it 
is  only  altei'  consultation  with  an  advis- 
ory cotnmitlec  sufficiently  representa- 
tive in  character  to  assess  various  can- 
did.ites'  academic  record  and  activities 
in  the  sjiiritual,  social,  athletic  and 
|)nlitical  arenas  of  college  and  univer- 
sity life.  In  the  eight  years  that  it  has 
been  my  privilege  as  Principal  to  exer- 
lise  this  choice,  the  awardee  has  usu- 
.illy  been  a  student  who  lived  in  resi- 
dence for  the  simple  and  obvious 
reason  that  resident  students  have 
more  time  and  opportunity  to  devote 
to  college  life  than  the  so-called  "day 
students,"  who  are  forced  to  commute 
twice  a  day  to  and  from  their  off-cam- 
pus homes.  This  year,  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row',  the  Priticipal's  Medal 
was  awarded  to  a  day  student,  Steve 
Monte,  whose  record  of  achievement 
was  outstanding  in  all  of  the  categories 
represented  in  this  award:  scholastic, 
.ithletic,  spiritual,  political  and  social. 
What  is  especially  noteworthy,  is  that 
the  award  winner  was  in  a  degree  prog- 
ramme whose  course  requirements 
were  very  demanding  and  mostly  away 
from  our  campus;  most  students  in  that 
situation  are  strangers  to  their  own  col- 
lege.

its  spirited  Double  Blue  Commission. 

His  athletic  in\ol\ement  went 
beyond  his  committed  service  to  our 
women's  intramural  programme 
where  he  coached  a  soccer  team.  He

was  a  faithful  volunteer  for  Meals  on 
Wheels.
